Т KING at Home.—Since his return from 


the Continent, King Edward has been busily 

employed. On the night of his arrival from Paris 

His Majesty visited the Opera, and on Friday the 

King and Queen held the third Court of the season 
at Buckingham Pulace. There was an unusually large 
attendance on the part of the Diplomatie and general 
circles, and a notable feature was the number of débutantes 
who were presented. Among these- was Lady Mary 
Hamilton, one of the great heiresses of the season, who 
wore a simple dress of white esprit net over satin and 
a white satin train trimmed with white Banksia roses. Miss 
Cecilia Northcote and the daughter of Viscountess Coke were 
also conspicuous among the many charming girls ; and Lady 
Margaret Shelley, Mrs. Edward Sassoon, Lady Henrietta 
Turnor, Mrs. Harry Lawson, and Mrs. Wood, of Shengrave, 
all presented daughters. The King and Queen, surrounded 
by members of the Royal Family, took up their places in 
the Throne Room at 10.30 p.m., the King wearing the 
uniform of the Irish Guards, while Her Majesty looked 
particularly gracious аа por A in a gown of white satin 
draped with silver-spangled chiffon and studded with real 
diamonds. The Queen also wore a diamond crown and 
tiara, and a necklace of the same: stones, the front of her 
dress being a glittering mass of jewels and orders barred 
by the broad blue ribbon of the Garter. The Court was 
enlivened by the strains of His Majesty’s private band 
under Sir Walter Parratt, and is r ded as one of the 
nost brilliant and successful ever held in Buckingham 
palate. On Friday and Saturday the King visited Kempton

Many 
tons of letters were received by post from all parts of the 
eountry, and when the lists finally closed, it was estimated 
that nearly one thousand millions of money had been offered 
to the Government by the people of England. А more 
striking testimony to the financial stability of the country 
and a universal faith in the bright future of South Africa 
eould scarcely be imagined. 


The Trouble in the Balkans.—The unsettled 
state of affairs in the Balkans continues, and from latest 
advices it appears almost certain that serious trouble looms 
ahead. A telegram from Sofia states that a mosque at 
Kuprili, in which two hundred Moslems were assembled, 
was blown up by dynamite, the worshippers being buried 
in the ruins. The perpetrator of the outrage, а man named 
Popoff, immediately shot himself. A paper found on his 
body described him as ‘‘ one of the Macedon ian Knights of 
Death." In the recent affray at Monastir eleven Christians 
were killed and nineteen injured. "Three Turkish soldiers 
were also killed in the same riot. Ап encounter took place 
at Zapari between the Ottoman troops and the Bulgarians, 
in which the insurgents lost eleven killed and two wounded, 
while seventy-four of their number were taken prisoners. 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria is at present in France, pre- 
sumably upon a diplomatic mission; but meantime many 
insurgent pamphlets and lampoons have been scattered 
broadcast in his dominions. Oneof these, published at Varna, 
accuses the Prince of betraying his country’s ideals, and 
contains threats of personal violence upon bis return.

E have had a dreary experience on cricket grounds 

во far; in fact, I can't reeall a drearier, unless 

a change for the better comes very quickly, we 

shall have а wail from county treasurers, to say 

nothing of disappointed players. То have three 

first-class games abandoned without a ball being bowled 

is indeed a sorry episode; and all that the general body of 

cricketers had to diseuss last week-end was the throwing 
out of the suggestion to widen the wickets. 


That this would come about was the fond hope of nearly 
every man I spoke to on the subject. “It will do more 
harm than good,” was the popular chorus, and I am firmly 
convinced that not only would the two-thirds majority 
have not been reached, but that the figures would have 
shown a numerical majority in favour of the opponents of 
the suggestion if the weight of the committee’s opinions 
had not been put into the scale.

Sowing Hardy’ Winter Greens. 


Borecole being the hardiest of winter green vegetables, 
Que provision should be made to ensure good plants, so that 
all possible ground which may be spared for the purpose 
may be planted, says a writer in a gardening paper. hat 
are most desirable are healthy plants raised from seeds 
sown now, as this is not at all too early ; for if sown too late 
there is not sufficient time to have strong plants before 
winter. The seed-bed must be in an open position and well 
away from trees and walls, and also in а fairly fertile con- 
dition. Poor soil may certainly cause a hardy growth, but 
it is too slow, and under such conditions the plants are 
very liable to be attacked by`the fly. Sow the seeds 
in drills drawn quite 15 in. apart in preference to 
sowing broadcast, us, unless the seeds are-so sown that 
the pa А can stand a fair distance apart,'they are ver 
заре to become much crowded. By sowing in drills bot! 
sides are exposed to direct light. А little soot and burnt 
refuse worked into the surface before sowing have a good 
effect. The drills should be drawn an inch in depth, and, 
before sowing, it isa good plan to moisten the seeds with 
linseed-oil, afterwards, coating them with red-lead, this 
making them. distasteful to small birds, which are often 
very troupicsome. ` The young) seedlings as they are 
coming through the soil are often pulled up wholesale, and 
to prevent, this the best, course is to streteh a net over the 
whole; this being kept off the surface by forked sticks. 
Birds, however, are not the only depredators to contend 
against, the fly often proving a serious evil, this very 
quickly, unless means are taken to prevent it, soon devour- 
ing the whole lot, As a precaution against this, directly 
the seedlings appear dust them over in the early morning 
with wood-ashes or soot, and it is also a good plan lightly 
to hoe the surface over, this, besides loosening the soil, 
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assisting the growth. The best kinds among the borecoles 
to grow are the dwarf and tall green curled, cottagers’ 
kale, Read's improved hearting, and asparagus kale. This 
last is most useful, coming in after the others are past their 
best, and being also of excellent flavour. 


Sowing Asparagus. 

. Those who may be thinking in the future of entering the 
lists in the laudable attempt to supply the early English 
market with the high-class peque which a few—very 
few—of our growers have been putting upon the market 
this season must now be sowing the seed. Most of this 
asparagus has been the production of lifted roots, and where 
there is a fair quantity of rich, light, sandy land, or sandy 
land that can be enriched, in which the roots can be pre- 

red, it із a good method of production. The roots used 

or this work have to be three to four years old at least, and 

when they have been forced they are useless. So that it will 
be seen that there must be an annual sowing to keep 
up the supply of roots. The land should be as deeply 
worked as is possible, and should ,alwnays be sub- 
soiled, either with the ordinary subsoil plough or by 
the steam cultivator—not the plough. It may be thought 
that the asparagus plant does not require all this; but 
it roots much deeper than is generally imagined. The 
real extension of crown is made during the hot summer 
months. It is of the utmost importance that the plants 
should at no period of their growth suffer for want of 
moisture, and a soil deeply worked will best secure this 
end. The land selected should be worked down to a fine 
tilth, and the seed should be sown with a drill, thinly and 
about 2іп, deep and 2 ft. apart from row to row. Or, if 
desired, the seed may be sown at 12 in. apart, and every 
other row be lifted at one or two years old, and be sold or 
used for the making of beds. 

The plants, when up, must be kept scrupulously clean. 
This may be done by running а small cultivator up the 
rows and hoeing and m by hand. The individual 
plants should be gradually thinned out to a distance of 
192 їп. о 14іп. Неге again the тайны anm may come into 
operation. The plants may be thinned to Sin. apart at 
the first thinning, and after the first or second year every 
alternate plant may be removed and sold. One of the giant 
sorts should be the variety sown. Four hundredweight of 
salt to the acre will do good if used at the same time as 
the seed. The salt should be sown broadcast. A piece of 
land should be sown annually equal to that which will be 
required for forcing.
